ministrative, sales and engi­ 
neering functions. The office 
building is an attractively mod­ 
ern steel-enclosed structure 
using aluminum and stainless- 
steel wall siding. It is com­ 
pletely climate-controlled — it 
being possible to even heat one 
building end and cool the other 
at the same time to keep pace 
with the early coolness and 
fast warming of the California 
mornings.

The building architect, James 
H. Van Dyke of the Los An­ 
geles firm, Van Dyke and 
Barnes, explained, "The facil­ 
ity was an interesting design 
problem because of the high 
degree of future expansion re­ 
quired, countered by an attrac­ 
tiveness in keeping with a 
close-in residential area. It is 
felt both conditions were taken 
care of admirably." Major 
James B. Steep of Mahon's De­ 
troit staff served as a special 
consultant on the project. Gen­ 
eral contractor was L. E. Dixon 
Company, San Gabriel, Calif.

PRESENT employment of 
the Operation runs to about 
150 people including field 
erection crews doing outstate 
construction work in structural 
steel and geodesic domes.

Earlier this year, Mahon's 
Western Operation was licen­ 
sed by the Kaiser Aluminum 
and Chemical Co., Oakland, 
as exclusive fabricators and 
erectors of Kaiser's aluminum 
stressed-skin dome in their 
marketing area of the 13 West­ 
ern Stater, including Hawaii 
and Alaska.
